Ailhoufh  the  civic  budget  for  19SS  has  not 
bom  mtig  pvMle'lt  la  Tery  evident,  from  state- 
ments made  by  Mayor  Leemlng,  that  the  regime 
ol  economy  in  municipal  administration  will 
have  to  be  latoMtfled.  in  eflectlng  salary  and 
wage  rod  notions  and  by  the  elimination  of  any 
•urplusage  in  the  personnel  employed,  the  city 
la  doing  no  more  than  every  private  employer 
has  found  It  necessary  to  do  If  budgets  «re  to 
be  balanced.  Tlie  main  duty  owed  by  the  City 
Council  la  to  the  taxpayers  as  a  whole.  Their 
Intereeta  should  be  protected  In  every  way. 

It  is  eatimated  that  budgetary  requirements 
for  the  preaent  year  will  be  between  MOO.OpO  and 
$450,000  in  excess  of  those  of  last  year;  that  Is 
they  would  be  that  amount  in  excess  provided  no 
furi^  eeooomltf  are  effected.  To  meet  a  por- 
tloii  of  thia  eseeaa  the  City  Council  Is  seeking 
po«ler  from  the  Provincial  Legislature  to  launch 
a  refunding  Issue  of  $900,000.  Tliat  wlU  leave 
fiom  $200,000  to  $250  000  to  bo  mot  in  the  way  of

Last  year  the  city  estimated  that  It  would 
collect  85  per  cent  of  the  property  taxes  loviod 
The  actual  amount  which  reached  the  Treasury 
was  approximately  82  per  cent.  That  Indleatee 
how.  In  preparing  the  budget  for  1933,  the  esti- 
mated collections  of  property  tax  must  be  more 
conservative  than  last  year.  In  fact  the  Oottiell 
should  not  estimate  for  more  than  80  per  cent 
of  such  collections.  Last  year  upwards  of 
$300,000  of  the  property  taxes  levied  went  uncol- 
lected. The  situation  may  conceivably  bo  exag- 
gerated this  year.  It  will  be,  without  question, 
if  there  is  any  Increase  in  the  mill  rate. 

There  are  some  members  uf  the  City  Council 
who  are  weak-kneed  in  their  approach  to  civie 
economies.  They  have  their  eyes  on  sectional 
voting  appeals.  They  are  stampeded  into  do 
cisions  against  their  better  Judgment  by  the  mere 
presence  in  the  Council  chamber  during  th#lr  de- 
liberations of  those  whoso  interests  would  be 
directly  affected  by  the  economies  proposed. 
Such  influences  have  a  detrimental  effect  on 
civic  administration.  As  we  have  said,  the  in- 
terests it  Is  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  safe- 
guard are  those  of  the  taxpayers  aa  a  whole.  It 
is  wholly  essential  that  tho  poople  should  not  be 
subjected  to  any  Increased  civic  taxation.  That 
is  the  aim  the  City  Council  should  keel)  in  view, 
and  its  Individual  members  should  not  allow  any 
pressure  to  be  brought  upon  them  from  any 
quarter  to  Influence  them  against  the  discharge 
of  their  paramount  duty  to  the  welfare  of  the 
property  owners  who  are  by  far  the  greatest  con- 
tributors to  the  civic  exchequer.

One  of  the  few  remaining  links  with  the 
earliest  days  of  government  in  this  province  Is 
severed  with  the  death  of  Mrs.  Dennis  Harris, 
youngest  daughter  of  the  late  Sir  James  Doug- 
las. Bom  in  Victoria,  her  whole  life  was  spent 
in  this  city.  Hiere  are  few.  If  any,  of. our  citizens 
who  did  not  know  her,  or  know  of  her,  and  to  be 
a  friend  of  hers  was  a  privilege  which  a  large 
number  of  persons  treasured  highly.  Up  to  the 
time  of  her  illness  a  few  years  ago  she  was  a 
citizen  who  took  the  keenest  Interest  In  all  civic 
and  provincial  movements,  and  In  connection 
With  development  she  was  the  repository  of  a 
ripe  conunon  sense  which  was  accompanied 
always  by  a  sound  Judgment.  It  may  be  said  of 
her,  indeed,  that  she  lived  a  full  life,  for  until 
Incapacitated  she  was  the  soul  of  energy  and 
enthusiasm  and  was  ever  engaged  on  some 
project  which  die  believed  would  banaflt  her 
fellow  citizens. 

Pew  people,  to  the  same  extent  as  Mrs.  Harris, 
had  the  welfare  of  her  dearly-loved  British  Co- 
lumbia so  closely  at  heart.  Throughout  long 
years  this  newspaper  had  the  experience  of 
having  been  constantly  In  touch  with  her;  bene- 
fiting from  her  advice,  admiring  the  breadth  of 
her  viewpoint  and  finding  always  that  her  reac- 
tion to  any  new  problem  tliat  aro.se  was  of  a 
character  which  contributed  to  its  solution.  De- 
spite her  age.  for  a  number  of  years  before  her 
Illness  she  had  interested  herself  In  the  weaving 
industry  and  was  a  staunch  believer  in  the  bene- 
fits which  Its  adoption  on  a  wide  scale  would 
mean  to  this  province.  She  worked  at  home  al- 
mod  PmmUingtf  on  a  hand  loom  and  was  ane> 
ceeifal  iD/  tatomtlng  a  large  number  of  people 
In  woavlat  articles  for  themselves.  Her  energy 
in  this  direction  seemed  to  know  no  l>ounds,  and 
she  was  an  especially  strong  exponent  of  the 
character  of  wool  grown  in  British  Ci^umbia. 
Her  enUiusiasm  about  weaving  was  contagious. 
She  was  the  means,  in  this  particular,  of  giving 
a  number  of  families  a  new  interest  In  life. 

It  was  the  constant  enthusiasm  and  optimism 
displayed  by  Mih.  Harrto  abmtt  her  province  that 
will  long  be  remembered.  She  knew  of  the  early 
days,  of  the  struggles  of  the  pioneers;  she  had  a 
Taat  flkass  of  papers  of  her  famous  father  which 
told  her  of  the  condltlon.s  with  which  the  early 
aettlers  had  to  cope.  Knowing  all  the  experiences 
of  the  past,  and  how  difficulties  had  been  sur- 
mounted, it  wa.s  but  natural  that  .sho  could  never 
•ntertaln  the  Idea  of  failure  in  any  genuine  ef- 
fort to  promote  devetopaMni.

Mr.  Burden 
dadlnad  to  indloate  the  aaaat 
ef  his  business,  but  said  It 
on  matters  of  importance  In 
connection  with  his  olfici-  H'^  pro- 
ceed'd  .straight  to  iIk- 
Hiiildii.k'N  where  lu-  w 
witli  members  of  ttie  C lov einment 
for  the  rest  of  th(  day 

E.  H.  Parry  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E 
F.  Lamb,  of  London.  England,  ar- 
rived on  the  same  boat,  and 
tared  at  the  Empress  HoteL  Ue. 
Parry  and  Mr.  Lamb  firmlv  declined 
to  discuss  the  object  of  l\eir  visit, 
at  the  present  time. 

FROSPEC'TM  EXCELLENT

Mr.  Burden  .said  the  London 
County  Council  has  just  placed  an- 
other large  wder  for  Douglaa  fir 
paving  blocks,  through  the  Improved 
Wood  Paving  Company;  and  the  re- 
oaat  decision  of  the  Cfrmmlartfiwr 
of  Works  in  the  Imperial  Oovem- 
ment  to  specify  Canadian  and  other 
Empire  timber  in  future  building 
contracts  was  beiiiR  very  generally 
followed  by  other  public  agencies. 

He  said  he  pinned  his  faith  to 
Article  21  of  the  Anglo-Canadian 
trade  treaty,  as  an  effective  method 
of  ensuring  that  despite  Soviet  con- 
tracts with  Britkh  timber  dealers, 
no  imfalr  treatment  would  be  ex- 
tended to  Empire  produ'^ts.  but  that 
a  substantial  share  of  the  business 
would  be  routed  in  Bnpire  channels 
as  time  went  on. 

"NEVER  BROKEN  FAITIF' 

"The  Government  of  Great  Britain 
has  never  broken  faith  with  Canada, 
and  I  for  my  part  refuse  to  believe 
that  they  aver  wm."

Columbia  product  was  being  market- 
ed in  Britain,  with  definite  protec- 
tion now  through  the  new  Meat  and 
Canned  Poods  Act,  under  which  the 
variety  of  salmon  had  to  be  em- 
Ixissed  on  the  outside  of  the  tin. 
There  had  been  much  misrepresen- 
tatkm  btfore.  with  British  Columbia 
producer!  lufferlaf  at  the  hands  of 
others.  Now  this  had  paeaed.  and 
better  business  would  result. 

(iold  discoveries  in  British  Colum- 
bia wire  drawing  some  attention  in 
England,  Mr.  Burden  continued,  and 
a  steady  entry  of  capital  was  l)egln- 
nlng  to  make  itself  felt  on  this  ac- 
count. A  healthy  Interest  was  being 
taken  in  new  enterprises,  and  the 
v(riume  of  mlntaig  Inquhrlea  at  British 
Columbia  House  rose  dally  In  the 
last  few  months. 

INSFECnONAL  TOUR 
The  recent  Inspeetlonal  tour  of 

British  Columbia,  conducted  through 
Uic  London  agency,  had  had  direct 
and  indirect  effects  of  great  benefit 
to  the  province,  which  was  becom- 
ing more  widely  knoun  in  Britain 
as  time  went  on.  It  was  true  of 
Brttllh  Columbia,  that  Ito  natural 
reaeureea  and  great  opportunltiaa  for 
the  future  were  better  undsrstood  In 
Britain  than  those  of  almost  any 
other  section  of  the  Empire  over- 
.sea.s,  he  added.  Tliose  who  had 
taken  part  In  the  In.'iirctlonal  tour 
became  amba.s.-.aclors  of  Rood  will 
towards  British  Columbia. 

Almost  dally  Inquiry  was  made  at 
the  London  agency  of  Investment, 
timber,  mining,  and  general  trade 
data  In  oonnaettai  with  the  prov- 
ince and  Its  resources;  not  counting 
a  perslstrnt  .stream  of  inquiries  as 
to  opportunities  for  iK-rmanent  .set- 
tlement.

In  submitting  his  annual  report 
the  president  rejKjned  that  "the 
general  dei)re.'.slon  which  has  been 
felt  throiiRhout  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  whi^h  has.  to  a  very 
considerable  extent,  been  the  means 
of  reducing  the  revenuea  eC  BMal 
hoapltals  in  British  CohiaMa.  has 
not  been  felt  to  aoeh  great  extent 
by  ttie  Cumberland  hoap'.tal,  Ouv 
ineeme  has  been  reduced  in  several 
Instances,  and  to  meet  these  reduc- 
tions the  board  had  to  practise  the 
.strictest  economy  in  all  depu  tments, 
without  injuring  the  morale  of  the 
in.stltution.  Throughout  these  try- 
ing times  the  board  has  been  able 
to  meet  all  lU  obllgaUona  wlien  due. 

"A  great  deal  of  etaaalag  and  ren- 
ovating to  the  Tarloas  wards  had 
been  undertaken;  equipment  was  in 
excellent  condition  an4  durmg  the 
past  vear  $000  WBS  apoBt  iB  new 
equipment." 

The  report  pointed  out  that  the 
coot  of  operation  had  been  greatly 
reduced.  Fitjure.s  for  1031  showed  that 
the  cost  per  day  waa  $2M  and  for 
1931.  With  an  additional  m  faoapltal 
dayt,  the  eoat  was  $3»  per  day.  and 
the  uaual  arrangemenu  between  the 
medical  board  and  hospital  bostrd 
had  been  most  satLsfactoi  y  A  com- 
mittee from  the  mrdical  Loaixl  met 
the  hospital  board  In  November,  lOta, 
to  dUfiL's  financial  problems,  when 
it  was  pomted  out  that  the  expenses 
ef  tlM  BMdlcal  fond  exceeded  the 
income,  and  raquaatad  the  boopltal 
board  to  aeoept  a  reduction  hi  their 
monthly  contrtbution  fiom  |7oo  to 
two.  Thia  requeat  waa  granted  and 
will  be  m  effect  for  b  pMoi  of 
three  months. 

Conrlurting  the  president  thanked 
all  who  had  assisted  the  haq>ltal 
board  during  the  year  and  also 
thanked  the  hoard  Biembers  for 
nf«rty  co-OpamiBB  talng  hU  term 
Of  Office.  I
